_ Broadly spoaking, it parallels with remarkable fide- 
lity America’s later declaration. Just as the two great 
Western continents are declared to be the birth- 
right of the people of the United States, so the Asiatic 
continent is assigned for all time to Russia. 

Other European powers are, of course, to be allowed 
a look in here and there; Britain in India, France in 
Siam, for instance. But they are there to pave the 
way for Russia; or, at least, that is what Russia says 
and thinks. 

Turkey, by the way, held the same theory once as

e Christian nations were to be wiped out or en- 
slaved, and the Cross was everywhere to be superseded 
by the Crescent.
